Lack of Russian aid plan for 
Syria ’frustrating: Clinton 


DETROIT (AFP) - Mitt 
Romney pulled back in front 
in the topsy-turvy Republican 
White House race with victo¬ 
ries in Arizona and Michigan, 
gaining momentum ahead of 
next week's pivotal Super 
Tuesday contest. 

But Romney's narrow 
three-point win in his native 
Michigan Tuesday reinforced 
doubts about his ability to 
rally the party's conservative 
base for what is expected to 


be a dogfight with President 
Barack Obama in November. 

"Wow! What a night," an 
obviously relieved Romney 
told cheering supporters in 
Novi, Michigan. 

"We didn't win by a lot, 
but we won by enough, and 
that's all that counts." 

Romney's decisive and 
expected victory in Arizona - 
- where the former Massa¬ 
chusetts governor won 47 
percent of the vote and a 21 


point lead over main rival 
Rick Santorum — was over¬ 
shadowed by the hotly con¬ 
tested Michigan race. 

Santorum - who placed a 
close second in Michigan with 
38 percent of the vote — sought 
to cast the result as a victory for 
a campaign that had been all 
but written off before sweeping 
Minnesota, Colorado and Mis¬ 
souri on February 7. 

"A month ago they didn't 
know who we are, but they do 
now," Santorum told support¬ 
ers in Grand Rapids, Michigan. 

"We came into the back¬ 
yard of one of my opponents 
in a race that everyone said: 
'Well, just ignore it, you have 
really no chance here,"’ San¬ 
torum said. 

"And the people of Michi¬ 
gan looked into the hearts of 
the candidates, and all I have 
to say is I love you back." 

A devout Catholic who 
strongly opposes abortion 
and gay marriage, Santorum 
advanced in the polls by 
painting himself as the au¬ 
thentic conservative and his 
multimillionaire opponent 
Romney as out of touch with 
ordinary Americans.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
Secretary of State Hillary 
Clinton on Wednesday said 
Russia's failure to produce an 
aid plan for Syria, despite its 
influence with President 
Bashar al-Assad, was "trou¬ 
bling" and "frustrating." 

"We are doing everything 
we can think of to influence 
the Russians and the Chinese, 
particularly the Russians: 
they're the ones with the very 
deep, long-standing relation¬ 
ship with the Assad family, 
with Syria," Clinton said. 

"They continue to sell 
arms to the Syrian regime," 


the chief US diplomat told 
the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee. 

"We know that if we can 
persuade them to work with 
us, at least on the humanitar¬ 
ian issue, they will have ac¬ 
cess to Assad that hardly 
anybody else does have, at 
least nobody in the West," 
Clinton added. 

"It is a very troubling and 
frustrating situation because 
the Russians continue to say, 
oh, they're for humanitarian 
aid, but then they don't pro¬ 
duce any plan that Assad will 
sign off on," she said.

Aruba’s Meteorological Office installs new 
programs for faster detection of earthquakes 

and potential tsunamis

Aruba’s Head Meteorologist, 
Marck Oduber, welcomed the 
Minister of Tourism, Trans¬ 
port & Labor, Otmar Oduber 
to the offices adjacent the air¬ 
port on Tuesday afternoon, 
February 28, for the unveil¬ 
ing of a newly installed, up¬ 
graded system for the 
detection of earth tremors and 
major quakes, as well as 
early-warning tsunami soft¬ 
ware. 

The meteorological office 
has for some years had a seis¬ 
mometer imbedded in the 
earth next to their headquar¬ 
ters, placed there by scientists 
from Rice University in 
Texas, but the information it 


produced was sent directly to 
Rice; island technicians 
would not receive it for 
sometimes days after, and 
usually only upon request. 

The two newly installed 
systems, “Earthworm”, from 
the U.S. Geological Survey, 
(U.S.G.S.) and “EarlyBird,” 
from the National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric Administra¬ 
tion, (NO A A) was installed 
and customized for the Aruba 
weather service by Paul 
Friberg, CEO of Instrumental 
Software Technologies (isti) 
of New Paltz, N.Y. 

Mr. Friberg also trained 
the staff of the meteorologi¬ 
cal office in the use of the 


early-warning systems (re¬ 
garding tsunamis) which has 
connected Aruba to the entire 
world and provides almost 
instantaneous information

mented Mr. Friberg, “Most 
are of a minor level and we 
don’t even feel them, fortu¬ 
nately.” 

Earthquakes registering 
over 7 on the Richter scale 
are natually a matter of great 
concern. Other tectonic plate 
action, depending on the 
severity of the quake and the 
proximity to the ocean’s sur¬ 
face, can cause of deadly 
tsunamis, so the early warn¬ 
ing system for an island such 
as Aruba is vital. The system 
also connects to smartphones, 
which the heads of all depart¬ 
ments that are part of the is¬ 
land’s disaster team will 
posses, so they can quickly 
be advised to mobilize, if 
warranted. 

The unveiling of the new 
system also marked the 
awarding of certificates to six 
meteorological staff mem¬ 
bers and Marck Oduber for 
the completion of training by 
Mr. Friberg and Minister 
Oduber. Karel Kock, An¬ 
thony Lo, Jesus Pourier, Ken¬ 
neth Wolff, Rodney Tromp 
and Lisandro Arends are now 
qualified in the use of Earth¬ 
worm and EarlyBird pro¬ 
grams.

. Korea, US agree on nuclear halt 


SEOUL (AFP) - North Korea’s 
new leadership said Wednes¬ 
day it would suspend nuclear 
and missile tests and its ura¬ 
nium enrichment programme 
as part of a deal that includes 
US food aid for the impover¬ 
ished nation. 

The agreement, confirmed 
simultaneously by Washing¬ 
ton, represents a potential 
breakthrough in efforts to halt 
the North's drive for atomic 
weapons following the death 
of longtime leader Kim Jong- 
II last December. 

The deal followed talks in 
Beijing last week between the 
two sides, the first dialogue 
since Kim's young and 
untested son Kim Jong-Un 
took power. 

A Pyongyang foreign min¬ 
istry spokesman said Washing¬ 
ton had promised 240,000 
tonnes of "nutritional assis¬ 
tance", with the prospect of 
additional food aid for the 
North, which has suffered se¬ 
vere food shortages since a 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - Seven¬ 
teen people were arrested in 
Britain, France, Italy, Spain 
and the Netherlands after an 
online child pornography 
sting, policing agency Europol 
said Wednesday. 

"After more than a year of 
investigations in the member 
states, 37 child sex offenders 
have been identified," the 
Hague-based agency said. 

"Among these offenders, 
17 were arrested for child sex¬ 
ual molestation and production 
of illegal content," it added in 
a statement. 

"Operation Atlantic" was 
conducted by the FBI in col¬ 
laboration with several Euro¬ 
pean countries during the last 
12 months, Europol's 


famine in the 1990s. 

The North said it would 
allow the UN nuclear watch¬ 
dog, the International Atomic 
Energy Agency (IAEA), to 
monitor the moratorium on 
uranium enrichment. 

The enrichment pro¬ 
gramme, first disclosed in No¬ 
vember 2010, could give the 
communist state a second way 
to make atomic weapons in 
addition to its longstanding 
plutonium programme. 

This is believed to have 
produced enough material for 
six to eight atomic weapons. 

The North said the US side 
offered to discuss the lifting of 
sanctions and provision of 
light-water reactors to gener¬ 
ate electricity as a priority, 
once long-stalled six-party nu¬ 
clear disarmament talks re¬ 
sume. 

The Beijing discussions 
were aimed at persuading the 
North to return to the six-na¬ 
tion talks which it abandoned 
in April 2009. It staged its sec- 


spokesman Soren Pedersen 
told AFP. 

"Intelligence gathered by 
the FBI during a long and 
complex investigation was dis¬ 
tributed by Europol to Britain, 
France, Italy, Spain and the 
Netherlands in December 
2010," the press release added. 

It was the first time Europol 
and the FBI cooperated in an 
investigation into Internet 
child sex abuse. 

Last year in December, Eu¬ 
ropol said police in 22 Euro¬ 
pean countries swooped on 
112 suspects in "Operation 
Icarus" for allegedly sharing 
video material and images of 
children being subjected to the 
"most extreme form of sexual 
abuse". 


ond atomic weapons test a 
month later, following the first 
in 2006. 

There were widespread re¬ 
ports in December that the two 
sides were close to such a deal, 
but the sudden death of Kim 
Jong-11 threw the process into 
uncertainty. 

The new leadership headed 
by Jong-Un has taken a gener¬ 
ally tough tone with the United 
States and South Korea, blast¬ 
ing joint military exercises 
which started on Monday as a 
rehearsal for war. 

IAEA chief Yukiya Amano 
called the deal "an important 
step forward" and Japan's For¬ 
eign Minister Koichiro Gemba 
welcoming it in similar terms. 
His country is a member of the 
six-party talks along with the 
two Koreas, host China, the 
United States and Russia. 

The North said it "agreed to 
a moratorium on nuclear tests, 
long-range missile launches, 
and uranium enrichment activ¬ 
ity at Yongbyon and (to) allow 
the IAEA to monitor the mora¬ 
torium on uranium enrichment 
while productive dialogues 
continue". 

It said both sides reaffirmed 
their commitment to a Sep¬ 
tember 2005 six-nation deal. 
This envisaged the North 
scrapping its nuclear pro¬ 
grammes in return for major 
diplomatic and economic ben¬ 
efits and for a peace treaty for¬ 
mally ending the 1950-53 
Korean War. 

In the 2005 deal, the six 
parties agreed to "respect" the 
North's desire for light-water 
reactors to generate electricity. 
Such reactors are less easily 
converted to military applica¬ 
tions. 

Washington-based North 
Korea expert L. Gordon Flake 
said the United States was 
eager for a cooling of tensions 
with North Korea before elec¬ 
tions in November. 

"In the context of a political 


year in Washington, the worst 
thing we could have when 
dealing with ongoing events in 
Syria and elsewhere is for 
North Korea to flare up," said 
Flake, executive director of 
the Mansfield Foundation. 

Flake said the United States 
had probably already been 
prepared to provide North 
Korea with food aid based on 
humanitarian assessments. 

Pyongyang, in a statement 
on its official news agency, 
said both sides recognised the

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Par- 
tial remains from some vic¬ 
tims of the September 11 
attacks on the Pentagon ended 
up at a landfill but not those 
who died on a hijacked airliner 
that went down in Shanksville, 
Pennsylvania, the US Air 
Force chief of staff said 
Wednesday. 

General Norton Schwartz's 
account differed from an inde¬ 
pendent report issued Tuesday 
that said some remains from 
those killed at the Pentagon 
and Flight 93 — which crashed 
in a Pennsylvania field — had 
been dumped at a landfill. 

The revelation about 9/11 
victims is the latest damaging 
information to emerge from 
the military's troubled mortu¬ 
ary at Dover Air Force base, 
which has admitted to blun¬ 
ders in the handling of remains 
of some troops killed in Iraq 
and Afghanistan. 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - Six 
specialised teams, each with a 
doctor, will criss-cross the 
Netherlands as of today to 
carry out euthanasia at the 
home of patients whose own 
doctors refuse to do so, a pro¬ 
mercy killing group said. 

"From Thursday, the Leven- 
seindekliniek (Life-end clinic) 
will have mobile teams where 
people who think they comply 
with the criteria for euthanasia 
can register," Right-to-die NL 
(NVVE) spokeswoman Wal- 
burg de Jong said. 

Made up of a specially- 
trained doctor and nurse who 
will work part time for the 
group, called the Life-end 
clinic, teams will be able to 
visit patients all over the 
Netherlands, De Jong said. 

The Netherlands became 


The Dover mortuary re¬ 
ceived remains from some vic¬ 
tims of the 9/11 Pentagon 
attack, but not the remains of 
victims killed in New York 
City or in the hijacked Flight 
93 airliner, Schwartz said. 

"This does not apply to 
those who have fallen in New 
York and Shanksville," he told 
reporters. 

The Air Force already has 
come under criticism from 
military families and lawmak¬ 
ers for allowing the Dover 
mortuary to send unidentified 
remains of some troops killed 
on the battlefield to a Virginia 
landfill. 

The practice was stopped in 
2008 and now unidentified re¬ 
mains are cremated and buried 
at sea. 

The Pentagon on Wednes¬ 
day promised to clarify pre¬ 
cisely what happened to the 


the first country in the world to 
legalise euthanasia in April 
2002 and strict criteria regu¬ 
lates how such mercy killings 
can be carried out. Patients 
must be mentally alert when 
making the request to die. 

Patients also have to face a 
future of "unbearable, inter¬ 
minable suffering" and both 
the patient and the doctor — 
who have to obtain a second 
opinion — before euthanasia is 
carried out, must agree there is 
no cure. 

Each euthanasia case is then 
reported to one of five special 
commissions, each made up of 
a doctor, a jurist and an ethical 
expert charged with verifying 
that all criteria had been ob¬ 
served. 

But the plan, which re¬ 
ceived the thumbs-up from 


partial remains of 9/11 victims 
and said families of those 
killed would be briefed by de¬ 
fense officials. 

"The department is contin¬ 
uing to assemble records and 
information on the past prac¬ 
tices of disposition of partial 
remains," spokesman George 
Little said in a statement. 

"We fully understand and 
want to address the questions 
families might have about the 
previous disposition policy 
that ended in 2008. We intend 
to make the facts about that 
past policy known to the loved 
ones of those who died," he 
said. 

Remains related to 9/11 
carry a special resonance for 
Americans and the White 
House said Tuesday that the 
Pentagon was taking steps to 
ensure such mistakes "never 
happen again." 


Dutch Health Minister Edith 
Schippers in the Dutch parlia¬ 
ment, has met with scepticism 
from one of the Netherlands' 
largest medical lobbies. 

The Royal Dutch Society of 
Doctors (KNMG) said it 
doubted whether the "euthana¬ 
sia doctors" would be able to 
form a close-enough relation¬ 
ship with a patient to make a 
correct assessment. 

Yearly, some 3,100 mercy 
killings are carried out in the 
Netherlands said De Jong, 
adding that the NVVE have al¬ 
ready been phoned by 70 po¬ 
tential patients since the plan 
was announced in early Febru¬ 
ary. 

The NVVE said its teams 
were expected to receive 
around 1,000 assisted suicides 
requests per year. 


But Romney put in a strong 
debate performance when it 
mattered on Thursday and has 
used his financial muscle to 
portray Santorum, a former 
Pennsylvania senator, as a 
Washington insider. 

"Romney gained momen¬ 
tum with these two wins," Paul 
Beck, a political expert at Ohio 
State University, told AFP. 

"But Super Tuesday will 
likely yield a mixed picture," 
he said, referring to March 6, 
when simultaneous contests 
will be held in 10 states, offer¬ 
ing a trove of delegates and 
possibly upending the volatile 
nomination battle once again. 

Romney sidestepped what 
would have been a "devastat¬ 
ing blow" but remains vulner¬ 
able to Santorum's challenge 
from the right, said Charles 
Franklin, co-founder of poll¬ 
ster, com and a professor at 
Marquette University Law 
School. 

"Santorum meanwhile will 
have to campaign under the 
weight of two losses and in¬ 
creased scrutiny rather than the 
big boost an upset win in 
Michigan would have given 
him," Franklin told AFP. 

Romney currently leads in 
pledged delegates after having 
won the more important states 
so far. 

He also has the best-funded 
and most organized campaign, 
which will certainly help in 
what could be a long slog to 
the Republican National Con¬ 


vention in August. 

All four remaining candi¬ 
dates — including former 
House speaker Newt Gingrich 
and congressman Ron Paul of 
Texas — have vowed to stay in 
the race until the convention, 
where a result might have to be 
brokered behind the scenes if 
no one reaches the magic num¬ 
ber of 1,144 delegates. 

The negative, gaffe-ridden 
slug-fest is providing ample 
fodder for Obama, who tore 
into his Republican opponents 
on Tuesday for their vehement 
opposition to his efforts to 
save the Michigan-based auto 
industry. 

Romney has frequently ac¬ 
cused Obama of engineering 
the bailout of General Motors 
and Chrysler to help his union 
supporters, but Obama said 
charges of crony capitalism are 
a "a load of you-know-what." 

The Republican opposition 
to the successful bailout and 
focus on divisive social issues 
"has probably cost them 
Michigan in the general elec¬ 
tion," said Michael Traugott, a 
political expert at the Univer¬ 
sity of Michigan. 

The attack on unions could 
also undermine Republicans in 
rust belt states like Ohio and 
Pennsylvania, which are key 
battlegrounds in the November 
6 general election, especially if 
Obama succeeds in framing 
Republicans as social extrem¬ 
ists who sell out workers while 
pushing for huge tax cuts for 
the rich.

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New warning about 
diabetes posted on 
statin bottles 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
US Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration announced Tuesday it 
will revise warnings posted on 
the cholesterol-fighting drugs 
called statins because of a 
slightly increased risk of dia¬ 
betes. 

Elevated blood sugar levels 
have been reported in patients 
using statins, the FDA said. 

The statins mentioned by 
the FDA include popular 
brands like Lipitor, Pravachol, 
Crestor and Zocor. 

"We want health care pro¬ 
fessionals and patients to have 
the most current information 
on the risks of statins, but also 
to assure them that these med¬ 
ications continue to provide an 
important health benefit of 
lowering cholesterol," said 
Mary Parks, director of the 
FDA’s metabolism and en¬ 
docrinology products division. 

Manufacturers say that 
when statins are used with 
good diet and exercise, they 


can be effective in reducing 
bad cholesterol levels. Choles¬ 
terol is a fatty material that can 
build up in arteries and lead to 
heart failure. 

Drug labels also are being 
revised to remove a suggestion 
of routine periodic monitoring 
of liver enzymes in patients 
taking statins, the FDA said. 

The FDA now recommends 
that liver enzymes — proteins 
that speed up biological chem¬ 
ical reactions — be measured 
before starting statin therapy. 

Instead, patients should no¬ 
tify their doctors if they expe¬ 
rience symptoms of liver 
problems, such as fatigue, ap¬ 
petite loss, stomach pain, dark 
urine, yellowing of the skin or 
whiteness in the eyes, the FDA 
statement said. 

The FDA also warned about 
memory loss and mental con¬ 
fusion while taking statins but 
added that it was a small prob¬ 
lem that disappeared when the 
drug use is discontinued. 


Common sleeping pills 
linked with higher death 
risk 


PARIS (AFP) - Commonly- 
prescribed sleeping pills are 
linked to a more-than fourfold 
risk of premature death, ac¬ 
cording to an American study 
published in the journal BMJ 
Open on Monday. 

These medications were 
also associated at higher doses 
with a 3 5-percent increased 
risk of cancer as compared 
with non-users, but the reason 
for this is unclear. 

Doctors led by Daniel 
Kripke of the Scripps Clinic 
Viterbi Family Sleep Center in 
La Jolla, California, looked at 
the medical records of more 
than 10,500 adults living in 
Pennsylvania who were taking 
prescribed sleeping aids. 

These were compared 
against more than 23,600 
counterparts, matched for age, 
health and background, who 
did not take these drugs. 

The study ranged over two 
and a half years, and looked at 
widely-prescribed sleeping 
pills, including benzodi¬ 
azepines, non-benzodi¬ 
azepines, barbiturates and 
sedatives. 

The overall number of 
deaths that occurred during 
this period was small in both 
groups, being less than a thou¬ 
sand in total. 

But there was a striking dif¬ 


ference in mortality, the re¬ 
searchers found. 

Those who took between 18 
and 132 doses of the pills per 
year were 4.6 times likelier to 
die than the "control" group. 

Even those who took less 
than 18 annual doses were 
more than 3.5 times likelier to 
die. 

Details of how individuals 
died were not disclosed, and 
the authors stress that they 
have found a statistical link but 
not a cause. 

But they sound the alarm, 
given the vast number of peo¬ 
ple who take these drugs. 

The average age of the peo¬ 
ple in the study was 54. The re¬ 
searchers say they took into 
account factors that could 
skew the comparison between 
the two groups, such as 
whether an individual smoked 
or had a pre-existing health 
condition. 

However, they were unable to 
take depression, anxiety and 
other emotional factors into ac¬ 
count, as these diagnoses are kept 
secret under Pennsylvania law. 

Previous research into 
sleeping pills has found a link 
with car accidents and serious 
falls, "night-eating syn¬ 
dromes" of bingeing on food, 
regurgitation in the oesopha¬ 
gus and peptic ulcer disease. 
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Saint Petersburg passes ’anti-gay' law 
depite outrage 



SAINT PETERSBURG, 
(AFP) - The local parliament 
in Russia's second city of Saint 
Petersburg on Wednesday 
passed a controversial law 
banning "homosexual propa¬ 
ganda", in defiance of protests 
by gay rights groups. 

The law — passed in a third 
and final reading with 29 law¬ 
makers in favour and five 
against — makes it illegal to 
promote homosexuality and 
paedophilia among minors 
aged under 18. 

But rights groups have said 
the law is dangerous as it will 
be left up to the whim of the 
authorities to decide what con¬ 
stitutes propaganda, meaning 
gays could risk fines for 
demonstrations or showing in¬ 
timate behaviour in public. 

"This law is shameful for the 
Saint Petersburg parliament," 
said Olga Galkina of the 
Yabloko (Apple) liberal party, 
whose deputies with one ex¬ 
ception voted against the law. 

"How will citizens protect 
their rights? The authorities will 
hardly be competent to deter¬ 


mine whether this is propaganda 
or lifestyle," she told AFP. 

The US State Department 
had said earlier this month it 
was deeply concerned the bill 
would restrict freedom of as¬ 
sembly for gays. The Russian 
foreign ministry then accused 
Washington of interfering in 
the Russian legal process. 

Gay campaigners said that 
while the bill is nominally 
aimed at protecting minors, its 
vague wording could be effec¬ 
tively used to suppress any 


rights protests that could be 
seen by children. 

They have also been an¬ 
gered by the fact the law ap¬ 
pears to equate homosexuality 
with paedophilia. 

Offenders in the city - Rus¬ 
sia's number one destination 
for foreign tourists — risk 
being punished with a fine of 
up to 50,000 rubles ($1,700) if 
found guilty of promoting ho¬ 
mosexuality. 

The law forbids "making 
propaganda through public 
acts for homosexuality, les¬ 
bianism, bisexuality and trans- 
genderism among minors." 

Homosexuality was decrim¬ 
inalised in Russia in 1993 but 
officials often make homopho¬ 
bic statements, most notori¬ 
ously ex-Moscow mayor Yury 
Luzhkov, who consistently re¬ 
fused to sanction gay pride 
events, which he called "Sa¬ 
tanic."

Ship captain pleads guilty over 
N. Zealand oil spill 



(AFP) - The captain and sec¬ 
ond officer of a ship that 
caused New Zealand's biggest 
sea pollution disaster pleaded 
guilty to criminal charges and 
could face lengthy jail terms, 
officials said. 

The officers were in charge 
of the Liberian-flagged Rena 
when it ploughed into a reef 
last year, releasing an oil slick 
that killed thousands of sea 
birds and fouled beaches in the 
North Island's pristine Bay of 
Plenty. 

The men, both Filipinos, 
pleaded guilty to operating a 
ship in a dangerous manner 
and attempting to pervert the 


course of justice by altering 
navigation records after the ac¬ 
cident, Maritime New Zealand 
(MNZ) said on Wednesday. 

At a hearing in the Tau- 
ranga District Court, the cap¬ 
tain also admitted discharging 
harmful substances from the 
cargo vessel, MNZ said. 

The Rena hit the Astrolabe 
Reef 22 kilometres (14 miles) 
offshore in clear conditions as 
it steamed at full speed to¬ 
wards Tauranga, New 
Zealand's largest container 
port, becoming stuck fast on 
the submerged rocks. 

More than 300 tonnes of 


toxic fuel oil spewed from the 
vessel, creating an oil slick 
kilometres (miles) long, which 
washed onto beaches at the 
popular tourist spot, coating 
birds in thick black sludge. 

Environment Minister Nick 
Smith described it as New 
Zealand's worst maritime pol¬ 
lution disaster and claimed 
shortly after the accident that 
the Rena hit the reef while tak¬ 
ing a short cut to reach port. 

The disaster triggered a 
dangerous salvage operation 
which involved crews scram¬ 
bling to pump remaining oil 
from the Rena's fuel tanks as 
heavy seas pounded the 
stricken vessel, opening up 
deep cracks in its hull. 

An army of 5,000 volun¬ 
teers was also mobilised to 
clean up the shoreline of the 
bay, which contains marine re¬ 
serves and teems with wildlife 
including whales, dolphins, 
penguins, seals and rare sea 
birds. 



Cybercriminals target 
phones, Android 'most 
exposed' 



(AFP) - Cybercriminals are 
sneaking a fast-increasing 
amount of malware into 
smartphones to steal data or 
even money, with those run¬ 
ning on Google's Android 
most exposed to security 
threats, analysts said. 

While the Android open 
concept has gained the hearts 
of those who find the iPhone 
too closely managed by 
Apple, it is also turning out to 
be the Google operating sys¬ 
tem's Achilles heel. 

"Something really worrying 
about the Google model, 
which is also the beauty of 
that model, is the openness of 
the environment," Cesare Gar- 
lati, consumer specialist at se¬ 
curity firm Trend Micro, told 
AFP. 

Anyone can create or install 
an application on an Android 
phone, Garlati pointed out, as 
opposed to the Apple con¬ 
trolled Appstore which im¬ 
poses a layer of screening. 

Trend Micro surveyed inde¬ 
pendent analysts about secu¬ 
rity features on the four main 
mobile operating systems — 
Apple’s iOS, RIM's Black- 
Berry, Microsoft's Windows 
and Google's Android — and 
found that Blackberry was 
ranked most secure and An¬ 
droid the least. 

BlackBerry benefitted from 
the fact that it was originally 
designed more as a platform 
than a device, while iOS, 
ranked second most secure, 
was tightly controlled by 
Apple. 


Nevertheless, Garlati 
stressed that "no platform is 
immune from problems." 

With over a billion people 
expected to own a smartphone 
by 2013, cybercheats are in¬ 
creasingly setting their sights 
on the market. 

Several sessions at this 
year's Mobile World Congress 
therefore addressed security, 
with companies including 
McAfee, SAP, Kaspersky Lab 
all trotting out new security 
products for tablets or smart¬ 
phones. 

Technology company Ju¬ 
niper Networks compiled a 
"record number of mobile 
malware attacks" in 2011, par¬ 
ticularly on Android phones. 

In 2010, just 11,13 8 mobile 
malware samples were 
recorded, but they soared 155 
percent to 28,472 in 2011, the 
company said. 

Just under half — 46.7 per¬ 
cent — occurred on Android 
phones, said Juniper, whose 
study did not look into Apple 
breaches. 

"The combination of 
Google Android's dominant 
market share and the lack of 
control over the applications 
appearing in the various An¬ 
droid application stores cre¬ 
ated a perfect storm, giving 
malware developers the 
means and incentives to focus 
on the platform," the group 
said. 

Eugene Kaspersky, chief 
executive of the eponymous 
computer security firm, said: 
"We are pretty sure that this 
will follow the computer's 
evolution," pointing out that 
threats had surged from 
90,000 in 2004 to some 16 
million in 2011, with internet 
transactions largely fueling 
the rise. 

Some criminals are hiding 
"malicious code in legitimate 
applications" that consumers 
are downloading unwittingly.

Germany seeks to combat 
prejudices 1 amid euro cri¬ 
sis 

BERLIN (AFP) - Germany 
launched a campaign Wed¬ 
nesday to counter a resur¬ 
gence of ’’old prejudices” 
about the country as it ac¬ 
knowledged that the euro¬ 
zone crisis had revived fears 
over its power. 

A 12-page document pre¬ 
sented to the cabinet by For¬ 
eign Minister Guido 
Westerwelle said the euro¬ 
zone crisis had led to the re¬ 
turn of ”old resentments and 
prejudices”. 

’’Among some neigh¬ 
bours, fears of an ultra-pow¬ 
erful Germany have 
developed,” the document 
said.

In Athens, protestors have 
burned German flags in re¬ 
cent weeks as Greece enacts 
painful austerity measures. 

Germany argues that no 
member state has more to 
lose from the failure of Eu¬ 
rope than it does and plans to 
combat cliches and stereo¬ 
types via politicians, the 
media, ambassadors and civil 
society. 

Pakistan to normalise trade 
with India by year end 

ISLAMABAD (AFP) - 
Pakistan will normalise trade 
with arch-rival India by the 
end of this year, the govern¬ 
ment said Wednesday, phas¬ 
ing out major restrictions on 
Indian imports. 

Information Minister Fir- 
dous Ashiq Awan said Islam¬ 
abad will gradually scrap a 
’’negative list”, which bans 
hundreds of items from India 
and places barriers on other 
trade, in a bid to improve ties 
between the nuclear-armed 
neighbours. 

Oil edges higher amid US 
saber-rattling 

NEW YORK (AFP) - Oil 
prices edged up Wednesday 
amid some new saber-rattling 
from Washington over Iran’s 
suspect nuclear program. 

After an initial negative 


reaction, the markets 
shrugged off a bearish eco¬ 
nomic forecast from Federal 
Reserve Chairman Ben 
Bernanke and data showing a 
rise in US oil stocks to push 
higher. 

New York’s main contract, 
light sweet crude for delivery 
in April, gained 52 cents to 
$107.07 a barrel. 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Apple 
shares gained $1.31 percent 
on Wall Street on Monday 
and the California gadget- 
maker closed the day with a 
market capitalization of more 
than $500 billion. 

Apple shares ended the 
day’s trading at $542.44, giv¬ 
ing the Cupertino, California- 
based company a market cap 
— the number of shares out¬ 
standing multiplied by the 
stock price — of $504.01 bil¬ 
lion. 

The maker of the iPhone, 
iPad, iPod and Macintosh 
computer jumped over oil 
giant ExxonMobil in January 
to become the largest US 
company in terms of market 
value. 

Apple dethroned software 
giant Microsoft in May 2010 
to become the largest US 
technology company in terms 
of market cap.

GM to take 7% of French Peugeot 
in strategic alliance

PARIS (AFP) - Struggling 
French automaker PSA Peu¬ 
geot Citroen and US giant 
General Motors unveiled 
Wednesday a strategic al¬ 
liance that will see GM take 
a seven percent stake in its 
new partner. 

The two companies an¬ 
nounced ’’the creation of a 
long-term and broad-scale 
global strategic alliance that 
will leverage the combined 


strengths and capabilities of 
the two companies.” 

The agreement, they said 
in a joint statement, will 
’’contribute to the profitability 
of both partners and strongly 
improves their competitive¬ 
ness in Europe.” 

GM and Peugeot are to 
focus on sharing vehicle plat¬ 
forms, components and mod¬ 
ules and on creating a global 
purchasing joint venture for 
sourcing commodities and 
other goods and services 
from suppliers. 

As part of the deal, the 
French firm is to raise about 
one billion euros ($1.3 bil¬ 
lion) through a share sale 
which will also include an in¬ 
vestment from the Peugeot 
Family Group, the statement 
said.

Apple reported record 
earnings last quarter, driven 
by strong sales of the iPhone 
4S, which was released a day 
before the October 5 death of 
Apple’s visionary co-founder 
Steve Jobs.

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Nepal shamans spread message to Westerners 



KATHMANDU (AFP) - Her 
body begins shaking as she 
mumbles an ancient shaman 
mantra to the beat of a double¬ 
sided drum, coaxing snake 
spirits out of a young Nepali 
man who has ’’lost his soul”. 

Iron bells around Parvati 
Rai’s white shirt ring as she 
jumps and writhes in a trance, 
her head-dress of peacock 
feathers waving wildly as she 
flings her arms over her pa¬ 
tient. 

In the background, 
awestruck Westerners watch 
the animistic ceremony per¬ 
formed not high in a mountain 
pass, but in a comfortable 
modern property in suburban 
Kathmandu. 

’’The boy has lost his soul 
and we are helping him find 
it,” says Mohan Rai, founder 
of the Shamanistic Studies and 
Research Centre Nepal, as he 
helps the ethnic Kirati healer 
complete the age-old ritual. 

After decades of modernisa¬ 
tion when witch doctors were 
almost wiped out, ’’urban 
shamans” are enjoying a ren¬ 
aissance among Nepal’s metro¬ 
politan middle class and 
Westerners looking to be 
healed, cleansed or spiritually 
awakened. 

Mohan Rai, 80, has been on 
the frontline of the revival 
since setting up his centre in 
1988 to breathe new life into a 
practice he says has been ’’left 
behind” by science, technol¬ 
ogy and the big world reli¬ 
gions. 


’’Shamanism is 75,000 
years old. But it is dying out in 
the villages and I want to keep 
these traditions alive,” said 
Rai, who is critical of the 
mainstream religions and gov¬ 
ernments he believes have 
plotted to kill off shaman prac¬ 
tices. 

”1 have thousands of stu¬ 
dents a year and, more and 
more, they are Westerners 
looking for something else 
where Western medicine has 
failed. Some of my students 
are also medical doctors look¬ 
ing to integrate shamanism 
into their own work.” 

Shamans, known in Nepal 
as dhami-jhankris, claim to 
find the lost souls of the sick 
by travelling between three 
worlds connected by an upside 
down tree called Kalpa Vrik- 
sha, the ’’tree of immortality”. 

They say they commune 
with the deities and spirits — 
both benign and malignant — 


inhabiting each world. 

Tobias Weber, 33, a German 
farmer travelling in Nepal, 
said he was drawn to shaman¬ 
ism after becoming interested 
in healing but disillusioned 
with Western medicine. 

”If you have broken your 
arm you go to a hospital but 
there is also so much you can 
get from the spiritual side of 
healing which people never 
experience.” 

— 'Totally open mind' — 

Rai, who is married to two 
sisters and speaks English, 
German, Spanish, French, 
Sherpa, Tibetan and Hindi, has 
enjoyed a colourful life. 

Bom into a Bhutanese farm¬ 
ing community, he grew up 
helping his father, "a powerful 
and well-known shaman” with 
healing rituals for the sick in 
his village. 

After a stint in the British 
army as part of Nepal's leg¬ 
endary Gurkhas and time as a 


trekking guide and mountain 
rescuer, he was led back to 
shamanism via working with 
foreign anthropologists locat¬ 
ing witch doctors among the 
country's indigenous tribes. 

He realised the healing art 
was of great interest to the de¬ 
veloped world and set up his 
research centre to spread the 
message, employing shamans 
from Himalayan mountain 
communities. 

In his centre sits a photo¬ 
graph of a six-year-old Ger¬ 
man boy whom Rai says he 
healed after the youngster, rid¬ 
dled with cancer, was given 
just two years to live. 

He also relates the story of 
a paralysed man he helped to 
walk within just a few healing 
sessions. 

Australian Laura Martino is 
taking a course at Rai's centre 
and wants to help people in her 
home town of Melbourne re¬ 
connect with their spiritual 
side. 

”1 came here with a totally 
open mind, which I had to be¬ 
cause of some of the amazing 
experiences I've had here, like 
trips to the mountains and 
sleeping in graveyards,” she 
said. 

”1 think the Western world 
has lost something in its ap¬ 
proach to healing and we re¬ 
ally need to get in touch again 
with nature.” 

Shamanism has had its crit¬ 
ics, however, in a country 
where ancient superstitions 
can have a devastating effect. 


Last week villagers in 
southern Nepal beat a neigh¬ 
bour and burned her alive be¬ 
cause their shaman had told 
them she was a witch. 

The crime caused wide¬ 
spread revulsion, with Prime 
Minister Baburam Bhattarai 
appealing to Nepalis not to lis¬ 
ten to the accusations of 
shamans. 

"In villages especially, faith 
healers are from the local com¬ 
munity while western medi¬ 
cine practitioners are from 
cities and towns and are often 
regarded as outsiders,” said 
Ravi Shankar, a professor at 
the Manipal College of Med¬ 
ical Sciences in Pokhara, 
Nepal's second city. 

Many academics in the 
West believe that shamans rely 
on the "placebo effect” — the 
tendency of any treatment, 
even an ineffective one, to 
cause improvements in health 
simply because the recipient 
believes it will work. 

Even doctors who distrust 
Nepal's shamans have in the 
past relied on their services, 
training them to use rehydra¬ 
tion salts to treat diarrhoea and 
administer antibiotics in pneu¬ 
monia cases. 

"There is the negative as¬ 
pect where diseases like 
epilepsy and mental illness are 
regarded as entirely due to su¬ 
pernatural causes and modem 
medical treatment is neg¬ 
lected,” said Shankar. 

"But then this was the case 
in the West also about 150 
years ago.”

DUBAI (AFP) - Grand Slam 
record-holder Roger Federer 
kept on course for a Saturday 
showdown with top-seeded 
Novak Djokovic after winning 
a quarter-final repeat of the 
2004 Dubai Open final against 
Feliciano Lopez. 

However Federer needed a 
tight mind and some outstand¬ 
ing serving to win 7-5, 6-3 
against the fluently aggressive 
Spaniard who is at a career- 
high world number 15 and en¬ 
joyed the fast conditions here 
Wednesday. 

Lopez often attacked the net 
threateningly, created difficult 
angles with his left-handed 
game, and forced his leg¬ 
endary opponent to play some¬ 
where near his best. 

"I just tried to focus on my 
own serve,” said Federer, who 
lost only nine points behind 
his delivery all match. 

The most notable moments 
were a 20-point tenth game in 
which Lopez saved three set 
points but which may have 
softened him up for Federer’s 
breakthrough two games later, 
and a sensational rally in the 
final game. 

This saw Lopez twice force 
Federer back from the net with 


stomach-stretching lobs, and, 
after attacking forays by both 
from baseline and forecourt, 
the crowd were cheering on 
their feet. 

Federer squeezed out that 
memorable point, and three 
rallies later closed out the 
match with a sharp serve-vol¬ 
ley. He now has another repeat 
final, against Mikhail 
Youzhny, whom he beat in the 
2007 showdown. 

Youzhny progressed with a 
6-2, 7-6 (7/0) win over against 
Mardy Fish, the sixth-seeded 
American making his first visit 
to the Middle East tournament. 

If Federer does beat the 
Russian again he may have a 
repeat of last year's Wimble¬ 
don quarter-final with Jo-Wil- 
fried Tsonga, the Frenchman 
who became the first player to 
come from two sets down to 
beat Federer. 

The fourth-seeded Tsonga 
advanced with alarms, over¬ 
coming Lukas Rosol, the 
world number 96 from the 
Czech republic, by 6-3, 6-4 
and earning a quarter-final 
with Juan Martin Del Potro, 
the 2009 US Open champion 
from Argentina. 

Earlier triple Grand Slam ti- 


tleholder Djokovic had to fight 
hard to get within one win of a 
possible semi-final rematch 
with Andy Murray, the three¬ 
time Grand Slam finalist from 
Scotland. 

The two had a classic five- 
hour semi-final at last month's 
Australian Open. 

Djokovic beat Sergei 
Stakhovsky, the dangerously 
hard-hitting world number 74 
from Ukraine, by 7-6 (7/5), 6-3, 
but the top seed was break point 
down in the eighth game of the 
first set and a break of serve 
down early in the second set. 

He served well, which got 
him out of trouble in the first 
set, and enabled him to close 
the match out without inhibi¬ 
tion, finishing with an ace. 

It was very close,” 
Djokovic said. ”1 was fortu¬ 
nate I got breaks when I 
needed them. With more 
matches I will get more 
rhythm.” 

If so, the man who will next 
bear the bmnt is his friend and 
fellow Serbian, Janko Tipsarevic. 

Meanwhile Murray's bid to 
push on from his tremendous 
Australian performance car¬ 
ried him to a solid win over 
Marco Chiudinelli, the third 
best Swiss player, by 6-3, 6-4. 

He served better and mov¬ 
ing more easily than the previ¬ 
ous day against Michael 
Berrer, when he complained of 
feeling unwell, and had to re¬ 
cover from 3-4 down in the 
final set. 

Murray was also in better 
humour. A boxing fan, he was 
asked what he thought of the 
rumpus at the Dereck Chisora 
and David Haye press confer¬ 
ence. "Yeah, I saw that this 
morning when I got up. It was 
not great, was it?” he said.

Tennis: Federer, Djokovic 
on Dubai collision course 
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FIFA urged to allow 
women to wear 
headscarf 






PARIS (AFP) - World foot¬ 
ball's governing body, FIFA, 
has been urged by the United 
Nations to permit Islamic 
women to wear a specially- 
designed hijab headscarf 
while playing the sport. 

Wilfried Lemke, a special 
adviser on sport to U.N. Sec¬ 
retary-General Ban Ki-moon, 
wrote to FIFA president Sepp 
Blatter, expressing his sup¬ 
port for the initiative put forth 
by the Asian Football Con¬ 
federation for players to have 
"the right to wear a safe, Vel¬ 
cro-opening headscarf in 
FIFA-regulated matches and 
competitions." 

AFC chief Zhang Jilong 
had called for the ban on 
headscarves to be lifted at the 
end of January, claiming new 
designs could prevent neck 
injuries. 

Lemke said that a change in 
legislation "...would remove a 
barrier that can deter women 
and girls from participating in 
football [...] and would set a 
positive example." 
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He continued: "It would 
send the message that each 
female player, from the top 
elite level down to the grass¬ 
roots, has the freedom to de¬ 
cide whether or not to wear 
this particular piece of attire 
while on the field." 

"It would give the opportu¬ 
nity for remarkable female 
athletes to demonstrate that 
wearing the headscarf is not 
an obstacle to excelling in life 
and sports, and would hence 
contribute to challenging 
gender stereotypes and bring¬ 
ing about a change in mental¬ 
ities," added Lemke. 

The hijab was banned by 
FIFA in 2007 on the grounds 
of safety, but both Zhang and 
Lemke argue that new de¬ 
signs eliminate the potential 
risk of a serious injury. 

"I have personally seen the 
new designs with a velcro 
joined at the neck which re¬ 
leases if the headscarf is 
pulled, ensuring the player's 
safety," said Zhang. 

The International Football 
Association Board, football's 
top law-making body, is 
scheduled to meet on Satur¬ 
day in England to discuss the 
proposal as part of its 126th 
Annual Meeting.

GENOA (AFP) - Jurgen Klins¬ 
mann celebrated his first ever 
win over Italy as the German's 
United States team inflicted a 
well deserved and memorable 
1-0 defeat of the 2006 World 
Cup winners in an interna¬ 
tional friendly here on 
Wednesday. 

Fulham striker Clint 
Dempsey's second half goal 
gave the United States their 
fourth successive victory while 
Italy suffered a second straight 
loss at home. 

For Klinsmann this was a 
sweet result after his Germany 
side had come off second best 
to Italy in the 2006 World Cup 
semi-finals. 

Italy's Sebastian Giovinco 
produced the hosts' first real 
chance when his effort forced 
US keeper Tim Howard into 
action. 

Then the Italians had the 
ball in the back of the net on 25 
minutes only for Alessandro 
Matri's shot to be ruled offside 
by Turkish referee Firat Aydi- 
nus. 

On 37 minutes Italy captain 
and keeper Gianluigi Buffon - 
one of the few survivors of the 


2006 semi-final win - could 
only palm away United States 
veteran Dempsey's stinging 
shot. 

Thiago Motta saw his threat¬ 
ening half volley gratefully 
scooped up by Howard two 
minutes from the interval. 

The sides went into the 
break after a first period in 
which the Italians were unable 
to capitalise on their superior 
possession against a commit¬ 
ted US side. 

On 55 minutes the deadlock 
was broken when against the 
run of play Jozy Altidore did 
well to set up Dempsey whose 
left-footed drive left Buffon 
with no chance at all. 

Michael Bradley, son of 
Klinsmann's predecessor in the 
US hotseat, Bob Bradley, and 
the only Italy-based player in 
the visitors side was one of the 
stars for the United States and 
only his timely tackle stopped 
the lively Giovinco in his 
tracks. 

The Italians were having 
difficulty breaking through the 
stout US defence led by skip¬ 
per Carlos Bocanegra and 
Bundesliga-based Steve 


Cherundolo, and despite late 
pressure the US held on for a 
memorable win. 

The loss will have given 
Italy coach Cesare Prandelli 
plenty of food for thought as 
he desperately searches for a 
strikeforce he can deploy 
ahead of the Euro 2012 finals 
in June. 

Having successfully got 
them to the finals and rebuilt 
some of the damage done to 
their image after they became 


the first defending champions 
to exit at the first hurdle in the 
2010 World Cup Prandelli has 
lost his three leading strikers. 
Antonio Cassano is out be¬ 
cause of a heart problem, while 
Giuseppe Rossi too is recover¬ 
ing after suffering a serious in¬ 
jury at the end of October and 
Cassano's replacement, Man¬ 
chester City badboy Mario 
Balotelli, was dropped for his 
on the field behaviour. 
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Boxings Warren fury after boxer Chisora 
suspended by WBC

LONDON (AFP) - British 
promoter Frank Warren hit 
out at the World Boxing 
Council on Wednesday after 
the governing body slapped 
heavyweight Dereck Chisora 
with an indefinite suspen¬ 
sion. 

In an unusual move, the 
WBC unilaterally banned 


Chisora late Tuesday follow¬ 
ing the fighter's antics before, 
during and after his recent 
title defeat to Vitali Klitschko 
in Germany. 

Chisora slapped Klitschko 
at the weigh in, spat water in 
the face of the Ukrainian's 
brother Wladimir and then 
got involved in a brawl with 


British heavyweight David 
Haye at the post-fight press 
conference. 

The WBC described 
Chisora's actions as a "one of 
the worst behaviors ever by a 
professional boxer" as it an¬ 
nounced its ban. 

However Warren branded 
Chisora's ban as "outrageous" 
on Wednesday, blasting the 
WBC for not giving the 
fighter a chance to explain 
himself before imposing its 
punishment. 

"There are a lot of things 
that happened behind the 
scenes that need to be taken 
into account," Warren told 
Sky Sports News. "For the 
WBC to do this is outra¬ 
geous. 

"What happened outside 
the ring I'm not condoning, 
but you cannot do this to any¬ 
body without letting them 
have a hearing. 

"Dereck Chisora got 
beaten, he wasn't a cham¬ 
pion, therefore it's easy for 
them to do this. How can you 
not allow anybody a fair 
hearing? Everybody's enti¬ 
tled to a fair hearing, what¬ 


ever you think of them, what¬ 
ever you've seen. 

"There is a procedure 
which should take place and 
then determine whether and 
if there is a punishment nec¬ 
essary," Warren said. 

But Klitschko's manager, 
Bernd Boente, welcomed the 
WBC's stance. 

"It's the right approach 
from the WBC," he told Ger¬ 
man Sky Sports News. 

"You can't behave any 
worse than Chisora did be¬ 
fore and after the fight. 

"The man needs help from 


a good psychologist or thera¬ 
pist." 

Boente added that 
Chisora's suspension was 
hardly a blow for the boxing 
world, after Klitschko won 
the fight with a damaged left 
shoulder. 

"Vitali beat him with one 
hand. Chisora is okay, but he 
is no superstar," he said. 

Chisora has been removed 
from the WBC's rankings list 
and the organisation is de¬ 
manding that he undergo 
anger management coun¬ 
selling. 
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
